WASHINGTON. -(yi'j-DeciiiinK that 


the Ford Motor company violated the 
Wiigncr Liibor Disputes Act, the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board ordered 
the company Thursday to rchire 29 
employes who, the board said, were 
discharged for union activity in viola- 
tion of the act. 


7'he board ordered the Ford com- 


pany to stop discouraging membership 
in the United Automobile Workers of 
America or any other union. 


Tlie decision resulted from com- 


plaints by the U. A. W., which is n 
C. I. O. union. A. U. A. W. complaint 
that the company hud discharged six 
other employes for union activity was 
dismissed. 


I«al>or FIcmrd Findings 


"From testimony in this proceeding, 


two facts' stand out: The unconcealed 
hostility with which the Ford Motor 
company views buna fide labor organ- 
izations and the utter ruthlcssness with 
which^lt ba.s fought the organization 
of its employes," the board said. 


"The respondent (the Ford com- 


pany), not only through public inter- 
views and statements, but through the 
direct circulation of anti-union litera- 
ture within its plants, has made its an- 
tagonism to labor. organizations so evi- 
dent that no employe who.se economic 
life is at its mercy can fail to com- 
prehend it.

ty of foreman and supervisory offic-

Service Dop'nr.tmcpt Hit 


"The chief weapon of the respondent 


in this fight to prevent self-organiza- 
tion among its employes has been the 
Ford Service Department.

Service Department has been vested 
with the responsibility of maintaining 
surveillance over Ford employes, not 
only during their work but when they 
are outside the plant, and of crushing 
at its inception, by force if necessary, 
any sign of unio nactivity.

River Rouge plant a Dearborn the 
freedom of self-organization guaran- 
teed by the act lias Ixien replaced by 
a rule of terror and repression.

"Evidently fearful that the foregoing 


measures might not suffice to restrain 
the growth of the U. A. W., the respon- 
dent fostered a 'dummy' labor organi- 
zation of its own choice — the Fore 
Brotherhood of America, Inc. We find 
that the respondent bus dominated and 
interfered with the formation and ad- 
ministration of this organization and 
has contributed to the support of it." 


Kongo Kiots Recalled 


Eighteen of the '1C closely typewrit- 


ten pages in the board's decision wa.s 
devoted to a description of the trouble 
at two River Rouge plant gates last 
May 26. 


The board culled "almost unbeliev- 


ably brutal" the .story of attacks on 
union officials and handbill distribu- 
tors as developed at a hearing on the 
union's complaint. 


"More important, perhaps, than any 


other .single factor in connecting the 
respondent with the events of May 'l 
wa.s 
the presence of Evert/lt Moore 


head of the Ford Service Department, 
at the scene of the rioting and his ac- 
quiescence m the acts that were being 
coirunitteed," the decision said. 


"The testimony of Alvm Stickle that 


it'was Kvurett Mtiore who turned him 
over to Comment (identified earlier in 
the document as Wilfred Comment) 
with the remark, 'Okay, boys,' and 
then stood by viewing the beating 
which wa.s given him, was uncontra- 
dicted at the hearing.

Just look at these let- 
ters from their students," said Ricltard 
as lie displayed several pages. "These 
liave all learned and, arc making big 
pay." 


"Probably they were mechanics to 


start with," Sam suggested. 


"Not on your life," said Richard. 


"Iliis one was a bookkeeper. Here's 
one that 'was a house-to-house sales- 
man. 
Another was a'truck driver. And 


none of 'em had any mechanical ex- 
perience." 


"How long docs the course take,

"It's supposed to take six months 


But of course it depends on how hard 
you work. Then they give you a two 
weeks laboratory course and you're 
roady to go to work."

guarantee you n job at $75 a week to 
start. They can do that because they 
need more men than they can supply!" 


"Say! That sounds pretty good. How 


much does it cost?" 


"Why, $140 for the course and ?5fl 


for the laboratory work. That makes 
$190 all together." 


"That lets me out, Dick. I. haven't 


got that kind of dough." 


"Neither have I. But we can pay it 


in instalments. It costs ?225 that way, 
but it's a lot easier. We pay $50 to 
start and $30 a month. I'm going to 
take it up!" 


"All right, Dick, I'm with-you. Six 


months isn't long. We can study to- 
gether and maybe finish sooner." 


Both enrolled for the course and 


started in with enthusiasm. But from 
the start, their progress was slower 
than they had expected. Numerous 
books wore required, adding unex- 
pected expense. And with their lim- 
ited education, the books were difficult 
to understand. 


After 
four months during which 


they seemed to get nowhere, Tom said: 
"It's no use, Dick. We've spent about 
$350 between us and I don't know a 
thing about the stuff we're studying. 
I'm through, and I'm not going to pay 
another cent." 


Richard admitted that he felt the 


same way and they gave it up as hope- 
less. They learned later, however, that 
they must pay the balance according 
to contract, whether they profited by it 
or not. 


Many such "schools" make absurd 


claims and promises, merely to sell 
their "courses of instruction" but they 
never fail to collect. And not a few 
v.l tliuin have been put out of business 
for fraudulent use of the mails.

War Referendum 


Allowing People to Vote 


Would Embolden Arro- 


gant Japanese 


WASHINGTON.—(/P)—Some admin- 


istration leaders are hoping the Ludlow 
war referendum test in the House next 
session 
will 
strengthen 
President 


Roosevelt's hand in the Far East situa- 
tion. These hopes depend on efforts 
to induce signers of a petition, which 
is forcing the referendum proposal to 
the house floor, to vote against it when 
the showdown comes. There are hints 
that progress in this direction has 
been made. 


The question to be decided by the 


house is whether to submit to the 
states a constiutional amendment re- 
quiring a favorable vote of the people 
before the United States could declare 
war. except in event of invasion. 


Former Governor Landon's message 


to President Roosevelt .endorsing the 
president's firm "no" to the referen- 
dum idea, was seized upon by admin- 
istration men to back up their argu- 
ment that decisive defeat of the pro- 
posal is callc dfor by the critical sit- 
uation in the Far East. Chairman 
Pittman of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee termed the action of 
petition signers a "thoughtless" one. 


House leaders have given the White 


House assurances from the first that 
the Ludlow proposition could not mus- 
ter the two-th mirdsajority necessary 
for its approval. In the senate, where 
only a third of the members will be 
up for re-election next year, leaders 
appear equally confident they could 
stop the measure if it got through the 
other chamber. 


The stress being placed by the While 


House on defeat of the proposal indi- I 
cales apprehension that a close vote I 
might impair diplomatic cfforls lo 
reach a satisfactory settlement with 
Japan regarding the Panay and relat- 
ed incidents in China. The increasing 
drive for a smashing house defeat of 
the amendment is aimed at giving a 
demonstration to the world of national 
unity on basic foreign policy. 


Governor Landon's message was wel- 


ci:me especially to the administration 
on thai account. Hope was expressed 
by some Roosevelt supporters that for- 
mer President Hoover might see fit to 
indicate opposition to the war referen- 
emlum idea. There was no suggestion 
that Mr. Hoover had been heard from, 
but publication of the Roosevclt-Lan- 
don correspondence and the president's 
disclosure that he had received a sim- 
ilar communication from Col. Frank 
Knox, Landon's 1936 running mate, was 
regarded widely as exerting pressure 
on the former president to disclose Ins 
view.

Paris Thursday night in a wave o' 
labor troubles which presented the 
government of Premier Camille Chau- 
temps with an acute political problem. 


Opponents of the government de- 


manded that it make good its pledge to 
compel the strikers to leave occupied 
factories and other buildings. Authori- 
ties said it would be difficult to re- 
plenish food and other merchandise 
stocks in the Paris area unless the 
strikes were settled quickly. 


Drivers of newspaper and magizine 


delivery trucks voted to strike and oc- 
cupy their garages. Drivers of three 
department stores were ready to join 
them. T\yo steel works, two national- 
hsed-.airjji'ane pfeiTts and one motor 'fac- 
tory were occupied by workers in sym- 
pathy with strikes at the Goodrich 
factory, where 2,000 workers remained 
in the plant, surrounded by Mobile 
Guards. 


Workers occupied the Gaumont mo- 


vie studio. Employes of the govern- 
ment cable factory stopped work for 
several hours, demanding that extra 
employes be added to lighten work. 


Communists and many Socialists 


have sided with the workers, calling 
upon Chautemps to refuse to use force 
to clear factories. Leaders of metal 
and chemical unions told the premier 
Ihey would order strikes in 700 fac- 
tories if the Goodrich plants were 
forcibly vacated. Employers generally 
were refusing to negotiate with em- 
ployes until the plants were emptied.

TOKLO, Japan—(IP)—The Japanese 


government Friday acknowledged full 
responsibility for the sinking of the 
United States gunboat Panay by Jap- 
anese planes, said the flying squad- 
ron commander and "all others re- 
sponsible" had been punished, and as- 
sured the American government that 
"definite and specific steps" had been 
taken to prevent a recurrence. 


Foreign Minister Koko Hirota per- 


sonally handed the note to United 
States Ambassador Joseph C. Grew af- 
ter its approval by the cabinet and 
sanction by Emperor Hirohito. 


The text was not published in Japan. 
It answered the American respre- 


sentations after the bombing of the 
Panay and three Standard Oil com- 
pany vessels in the Yangtze river above 
Nanking December 12. 


Hirota did not make clear how the 


responsible bombers were punished 
except that they were dealt with "ac- 
cording to law."

Six-Month Invasion by 


Jap -Troops Leaves 


Destruction 


SHANGHAI, China—(/P)—Nearly six 


months of apanese invasion have cost 
China at least 750,000,000 United States 
dollars in physical property damage, 
Millions have shared this loss, in shat- 
tered 
homes, 
destroyed 
factories, 


ruined crops. 


This item is easiest to reckon in the 


sum of China's staggering losses, per- 
haps one of the laest important. It 
takes no account of the thousands of 
nonco'mbatants killed, or the disloca- 
tion of industry and trade, meaning 
unemployment and starvation for more 
scores of thousands, or the loss of ter- 
ritory. 


Moreover, it does not include the 


scores of millions of dollars lost by 
Americans, British and other foreign- 
ers in the fighting at Shanghai, nor 
the nearly $100,000,000 loss to Japanese 
interests in destruction of mills and 
other properties. 


A large proportion of the damage 


was done by China's own soldiers, who 
at Shanghai and in their retreat up the 
Yangtze valley, followed a policy ol 
"scorched land, broken tile" seeking 
to leave nothing of use to the invader. 


Shanghai's Losses 


The Bureau of Social Affairs ol 


Greater Shanghai, in its final survey- 
it fled in November—said that 70 per 
cent of the 1,500 native industrial plants 
in the Hongkew and Yangtzepoo dis- 
tricts of the International Settlement 
had 
been destroyed. 
All the 3,000 


factories, large and small, of the Chapei 
district of Shanghai are gone. Their 
assessed value was more than $110,000,- 
000. 
What Japanese shells and bombs 


did not level was fired by retreating 
Chinese soldiers. 


Nantao, the last Shanghai district to 


fall, lost more than half of its 2.27C 
factories. 
Pootiuig saved about 50C 


of its 1,000 plants. Of the 3,070 Chinese- 
owned factories remaining, about half 
are in foreign-governed areas untouch- 
ed by hostilities. 


In the opinion of foreign observers, 


Japan is now in a position to rebuild 
the city's industrial system along its 
own lines.

bassy, was described as cordial. Partic- 
ipants were said to believe prospects 
bright for a final settlement of the 
American-Japanese crisis over the 
sinking. 


Prospects for acceptance of the 


American demands were considered 
improved by the Japanese army ad- 
mission, for the first time, that Jap- 
anese machine guns fired in the di- 
rection of Americans fleeing from the 
Panay. 
The 
statement, made by 


Colonel Nishi, did not mention Amer- 
ican charges that Japanese surface 
craft also machine gunned the Panay 
itself. 


Informed persons expressed confi- 


dence that the Japanese replies to 
Washington would contain adequate 
guarantees against recurrence of such 
incidents. Colonel Nishi, a former mil- 
itary attache of Japan's Washington 
embassy, said that actions of Japanese 
army units had been actuated by hu- 
manitarian motives, that 
American 


wounded had been tended by Japanese 
and Americans had expressed their 
gratitude. 


New Note on Flag 


SHANGHAI, China — (IP) — United 


States Consul General Clarence E. 
Gauss made strong representation to 
Japanese authorities Friday over a re- 
ported insult to the American flag by 
Japanese soldiers at Wuhu, 60 miles 
up the Yangtze from Nanking. 


He also requested a complete inves- 


tigation of the incident which 
al- 


legedly occurred December 13, the day 
after Japanese bombs sank the United 
States gunboat Panay, when Japanese 
soldiers were completing their occu- 
pation of the river port. 


Reports received here said Japanese 


soldiers seized a boat owned by the 
American missionary-operated Gen- 
eral hospital there, pulled down the 
American flag and threw it in the 
river. 


When members of the hospital staff 


rescued the flag and brought the mat- 
ter to the attention of the Japanese 
commander at Wuhu he was reported 
to have expressed his regrets. 


There were reports that widespread

troops captured the city, apanese au- 
thorities at Shanghai said new army 
units had been sent to replace those 
troops which bore the brunt of the 
actual fighting for Wuhu. They ex- 
pressed confidence that peace and 
order had been restored.

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U. S. Had Conscience as Dollar Diplomat 


"THERE may not seem to be much connection between a 
1 crowd of angry U. S. marines wrecking a newspaper of- 
fice in Nicaragua and a calm discussion of the problem of im- 
perialism in the modern world. But a cablegram from Central 
America linked the two very neatly, the other day. and pro- 
-vided a little nourishing food for thought. 


Away back in 1922, or thereabouts, our marines were 


stationed in Nicaragua. A stout Nicaraguan patriot, Dr. 
Buitrago Diaz, objected bitterly. In his newspaper, the 
Tribuna, at Managua, he put the marines on the pan and said 
contemptuously that they were unfit for the companionship 
of the wome nof Nicaragua. 


Some of the marines could read Spanish. So one day a 


bunch of the lads got together and made a raid on the 
Tribune's offices wrecking them with a hearty thoroughness 
such as only infuriated marines can achieve. 


And the wind-up of the story came just the other day, 


when a United States Treasury check covering the damages 
was handed to Dr. Diaz.

You can appreciate the story best if you reflect on the 


things that have been said about America's land-grabbing 
exploits. 
. - In the last few years Americans have waxed indignant 
. about Mussolini's seizure of Ethiopia, Japan's attack on 
China, and so on—and have been told that they had no right 
to throw stones because Uncle Sam himself expanded his ter- 
ritorial holdings by force, with Latin-Americans, Indians and 
other luckless people paying the freight. 


But there is a little difference there, somehow, and this 


Nicaraguan story does illustrate it. 


Clumsily, often tardily, generally somewhat inadequate- 


ly, this country has made an effort to redress the balance. The, 
marines are out of Nicaragua now, the country is free and in- 
dependent—and even a minor bit of "aggression" like the mob 
scene in the newspaper office is at last paid for by the U. S. 
Treasury. 


Mexico did get the cash of the Gadsden purchase—and 


two decades later, got the French lifted off her neck by orders 
from Washington. Spain did get a lump sum for the Philip- 
pines, and Cuba actually did go free. The government has 
scent some millions of dollars caring for the dispossessed In- 
dians. Alaska was acquired bv straight purchase. The old 
marines-have-landed era of "dollar diplomacy" did finally 
end.

Well-Rounded Existence Makes Child Happiest 


'Happiness is the magic of all life. 


Children grow in strength and ability 
when they are happy. It is the first 
requisite of all growing things, and the 
last if normal effort and kindliness 
are to flourish. 


We often mistake thrill and excite- 


ment 
for happiness, however. The 


parent may believe that loading the 
little boy or girl with possessions takes 
the place of mental joy and capacity 
for real life. Such a child may be 
lonely or unhappy in a way never 
dreamed of by his poorerer neighbors. 
He may live in a home where bitter 
words are exchanged, and suffer from 
the repercussions of family strife. 


•. Naturally the child compares his 
possessions to those of his friends, but 
he will get used to the fact that his 
bicycle is not the latest model or his 
sled has lost its paint. He also sub- 
consciously notices the contrast be- 
tween his own belongings and those 
cf other children who have less than 
he has. It works both ways and this 
is good for him. 


Need Boost For Self-Respect 


When I speak of happiness in the 


home, I mean jollity, energy, a whole- 
some work-and-play state of affairs 
that makes the perfect background for 
content. The lazy child, or one let off 
continually from responsibility, is real- 
ly starved for something that boosts 
tiis self-respect. Each child should be 
given a place, not too hard, in family 
welfare. 


My recipe for happiness is simple. 


First, friends who are real friends. 
Next, work and play that give mus- 


cles a chance to show what they are 
made of. Work palls and so does play, 
but the two together make an unbeat- 
able team. 


Children need more play than work, 


but they need to have the feeling of 
genuine usefulness, as well as "work 
habit," if they are to be really proud 
and happy. They will storm and fuss 
sometimes, but just put such a child 
on the "blacklist" and divide all his 
share of home errands and chores pur- 
posely among his brothel's and sisters, 
and he will suffer keenly. It is pun- 
ishment with a vengeance. 


Jollity Is Stimulating 


Third, every child nedes to laugh and 


have a lot of fun. Families should be 
jollier, on the whole. Laughter at 
someone's expense, is not on this list, 
although every child should learn to 
be a sport and take a little ribbing, 
especially if he loves a joke on the 
others. 


Thrill is being entertained without 


effort, that is. most thrill is. This 
type of excitement is valuable, but it 
loses its charm more quickly than the 
ecstacy of creating one's own adven- 
ture. Nothing gives the child as much 
satisfaction" as providing his own goals 
at play. This is why it is wholesome 
for him to go in for games, sports and 
hobbies. 


Interest is the thing that keeps hap- 


piness and energy alive. Hobbies pro- 
vide a dozen interests. Encourage the 
child in his hobbies and watch results. 
Besides contributing to happiness, they 
create better dispositions, greater ap- 
plication and are a means of enlarging 
his world.

A lesson on Christian consecration 


comes, most appropriately, on the day 
after Christmas, when we have been 
celebrating God's gift to the world in 
Jesus Christ. 


Wa do not learn the meaning of 


Christmas or its lesson until our own 
hearts have been opened in the spirit 
of giving, Though we have hot the 
words recorded in the direct sayings 
of Jesus, Paul's report of the words 
of Jesus, "It is more blessed to give 
than to receive," expresses the very! 
heart of the Christ life and Hie Christ' 
message. 


Our lesson sets before Us the truest 


and most real form of giving, the gift 
of a man's life in consecration to the 
gospel, nnd in loyalty to Christ. 


Paul 
was so sincere about 
the 


spreading of the gospel that he could 
rejoice even in his own imprison- 
ment and persecution, knowing that 
the word of God was being spread 
abroad. 


He realized also that his own for- 


titude under tribulation was an in-

that for him to live was Christ, that 
his whole being was devoted to his 
Master. 


This loyalty and devotion had so 


dominated Paul's every thought, word 
and action that he had no fear of any- 
thing in life, and no fear of death. He 
lived in a world of spiritual realities 
that death could not destroy. He had 
the profound faith that even in death 
he would gain through a closer rela- 
tionship to his Lord. 


It should be remembered in this les- 


son that Paul was writing to Christians 
who were in the midst of discourage- 
ment and persecution, in a city where 
he himself had been cast into prison. 
It was in this city of Philippi, in his 
missionary journey to Europe, that 
Paul had been arrested and thrown 
into the inner prison with his feet fast 
in the stocks, and it was here that the 
prison doors had been opened and the 
jailer had thrown himself at the feet 
of Paul, inquiring, "Sir, what must 
I do to be saved?" 


We need to read this lesson of Paul 


in the light of the places and back- 
grounds and experiences of his mis- 
sionary journeys. These Philippians 
understood 
perfectly well what he 


meant when ho spo"ke of the things that 
had happened to him, making for the 
progress of the gospel. 


In reading all Paul's Epistles, we 


should consider carefully the city and 
the particular Christians to whom 
they were addressed. A good plan is 
to read the Book of the Acts at the 
same time as the Epistles, 
tracing 


Paul's missionary journeys and his 
experiences in the founding of the 
churches to which he later addressed 
his letters.
